change in themselves. 
“Norway is full of lovely wo­ 
men, especially in Ohio, my home.

Automobile Thief and 
Youthful Shiek To 
Ask New Trial

CAGO, July 10. 
Martin J. 
Durkin, shiek automobile thief and 
burglar, ii guilty of murdering Ed- 
wain B. Shannahan, federal agent. 
Thirty-five years is the penalty 
recommended by the jury. 
The youthful outlaw who fled to 
California and back 
with 
one 
sweetheart, later to 
return 
and 
marry another girl, was found to 
have shot the officer while the lat­ 
ter was attempting his arrest for 
automobile theft. 
The state had pleaded 
for 
a 
hanging verdict while the defense 
contended Durkin shot in self-de­ 
fense. 
Durkin who is 24 years old, show­ 
ed^ no emotion when the verdict 
was read. 
The jury had voted him guilty 
at two a.m., after retiring at 10:50 
o'clock last night. Then for nearly 
six hours the juror» debated his 
punishment, whether gallows or 
prison. 
, 
' 
The verdict ending a six weeks 
trial wjas read at 8:45. 
Shannahan was slain October 11, 
1925 in a garage. 
Although Durkin did not change 
expression he uttered a half sur­ 
passed exclamation when the sen­ 
tence was read. 
Later he was sulky, but still flip­ 
pant. 
“Oh Boloney,” He said, when ap­ 
proached by photographers. 
“I 
was tried for everything but mur­ 
der. 
It’s a fine state of affairs 
when a man can’t use a revolver to 
protect himself.” 
He insisted he had not had a fair 
trial. 
Durkin expressed a dread of pris­ 
on Ufe.

“They should have hanged me 
instead,” he told questioners when 
asked what he thought of 35 years 
behind the bars. 
» ~ 
Motion for a new trial will be 
heard July 17, when sentence will 
be passed formally. 
The state expressed itself as well 
satisfied with the verdict under the 
circumstances. 
Jurors said that 
the fact that Shannahan was a fed­ 
eral agent, weighed heavily with 
them in their decision. 
Mrs! Hattie Durkin, the boy’s 
mother, and his sisters, LucUle, 17; 
and Ann, 14, were stunned by the 
verdict and they sobbed on the 
benches where they had slept all 
night. The father was not in court.

PAT CLEMMONS REMANDED 
TO JAIL WITHOUT BAIL TODAY 


Pat 
Clemmons, 
young 
man, 
charged with having slain Carter 
Stanford by hitting him in the head 
with a brick, Saturday morning was 
remanded to jail without bond by 
Judge W. T. Lowe, in county court, 
following a preliminary hearing. 
The state was represented at tho 
hearing this morning by Solicitor 
C. Almon and Fred Wall, the lat­ 
ter of Athens. The defendant was 
represented by W. W. Callahan. 
Several witnesses testified for 
the state, describing the circum­ 
stances which led up to the alleged 
act of Clemmons in throwing or 
striking Stanford with the brick. 
The injured youth was taken to a 
local infirmary on June 11, immed­ 


iately after the injury, and died 
there on June 17. 
The defense offered only one wit­ 
ness, Jim Clemmons, father of the 
defendant, who testified as to the 
circumstances of the youth and his 
family, in order that the court 
might not make the amount of 
bond prohibitive, in cáse bond 
should be allowed. 
The defense 
did n.ot go into its testimony as to 
the actual injury of Stanford. 
The fatal affair is said to have 
been the culmination of an affray 
near a store in South Albany the 
early part of June, 
Following 
Stanford’s death, a murder charge 
was made against Clemmons and 
he has bee® held since that time.

NEW YORK, July 10—A ru,h 
of holders to unload July cotton 
contracts just before the close of 
the day resulte^ in a sharp drop 
of $6.50 a hale from yesterday’a 
closing quotations, 
Tho July options closed at 17:59 
cents a pound, after having sold 
down to 17:50. As trading tit that 
delivery ended at noon, operators 
of the long side transferred their 
interests to more distant options 
on a heavy scale. 
The balance of the market closed 
only 50 cents to $1,00 a bale net 
lower. 
Trading in current July 
contracts ended a t noon today and 
the feature was a late^ spurt of li­ 
quidation which broke tho price 
132 points below yesterday’s clos­ 
ing quotations. 
The final price was 17:59, or 123 
points net lower. The July weak­ 
ness had little apparent effect on 
later months which, after showing 
net losses of 22 to 24 points early 
rallied partly on the covering and 
closed steady at net declines of 10 
to 21 points.

WELLS OPENS FIGHT FOR RETENTION 
OF THE FEDERAL RESERVE BANK SYSTEM. 
Oscar Well», president of the American Bankers 
Association, 
speaking 
before the Southern Pub­ 
lishers 
Association, 
meeting in Asheville, N. C., 
opened the fight for extension of the charters of 
federal reserve banks, which charters will expire 
4n the course of eight more years. 
Mr. Wells calls attention to a situation which may 
cr m ay not later become dangerous to the welfare 
of the American public. 
The creation of the Fed­ 
eral reserve bank system was a democratic a c t 
To President Wilson belongs the credit for creat- 
inng this financial system which has done so much 
to stabalize the economic life of this nation and 
which has done more probably than any Other sin­ 
gle piece of legislation to break the strangle hold 
Wall Street previously had on America’s pocketbook. 
< In his address, Mr. ,Wells stated: 
The charters to the twelve federal reserve 
banks will expire in eight more years. The ex- 
‘ tension of those charters is a m atter of grave 
concern not only to the banks, but to the com­ 
m ercial and producing interests of this country, 
^ The economic wisdom of today, so far as I am 
able to interpret it, is in favor of any early en­ 
actm ent looking toward the extension of those 
charters. 
It should be done without regard to 
• any other proposed or expected legislation deal­ 
ing with alterations or amendments to the fed­ 
eral reserve act. 
I t is inconceivable that con­ 
gress will not Sit some early date fix the destiny 
of these institutions and not let the question of 
w hat is to become of them a t the expiration of 
the 20-year period for which they were origin- 
■ ally chartered become a m atter of uncertainty. * 
Business chaos would ensue if there arises in 
the public mind the probable necessity of ad­ 
justing trade a n f commerce to any new order 
of things not including the continuation of the 
federal reserve bank. So far as we know there 
- was no substantial opposition to settling of the 
question at the last session of congress. 
I t has 
not been done and the only consideration given 
to the subject has been in connection with an- f 
other bill dealing with the subject of branch 
banking upon which there is a great diversity of 
judgm ent both in and out of congress. 
Mr. Wells, very clearly, steers clear of tjie po­ 
litical aspects of the situation, but it is important 
to the American people to know w hat attitude the 
republican party will assume toward this democratic 
plan* 
Having grown accustomed to the status quo, it may 
be th at Wall street will not be inclined to disturb it, 
fbr fear of resultant loss to itself as a result of the 
financial depression which would be courted. _ 
. 
One way to ascertain bow Wall street may feel 
about the m atter is to watch closely the planks of 
the next republican platform . 
Pressure should be 
brought to bear by that large section of the repub­ 
lican party organization which is progressive, to 
pee to it that the reactionary group is forced to lend
